LICENSING CONDITIONS IN RESPECT OF 
IMPORT OF EQUIPMENT AND SERVICES 
UNDER THE YEN CREDIT LOAN NO. 1D-P 74 
DATED 23-1-91 FOR YEN 7.964 BILLION FOR 
THE QUALITY CONTROL OF HEALTH 
TECHNOLOGIES PROJECT OF NATIONAL 
INSTITUTE OF BIOLOGICALS EXTENDED 
BY THE OVERSEAS ECONOMIC COOPERA¬ 
TION FUND (OECF) OF JAPAN. 


SECTION I—General Conditions 

I (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 7.964 billion extended 
by the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of Japan 
(OECF) for financing the import requirements of the 
Quality Control of Health Technologies Project of Na¬ 
tional Institute of Biologicals untied in favour of 
Japan, developing countries (including India) and all 
member countries of OECD. Accordingly the goods 
and services to be procured under this credit can be 
procured from Japan and all countries (including 
India) enumerated in the list at Annexure-I which 
will be eligible source countries under the credit. 


(ii) Import Lieence(s) under the Credit can be 
issued only for such items and for such value as have 
been specifically cleared by the D'GTD|Committee. 
The value of import licencc(s) issued under this 
credit should not exceed Yen 8.450 Billion (C1F). 


The rupee value of the Import Licence shall be 
determined with reference to the exchange rate noti¬ 
fied by the Department of Revenue (Customs) 
and prevailing on the date of issue of the import 
licence and indicated in the body of the import licence’s 
as per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)|7l 
dated the 6th June, 1974, issued by the CCf&E. 
which also enjoins that the Customs Authorities and 
the authorised dealers in foreign exchange will make 
dehits to the value of the licence(s) at the exchange 
rate specified on the import licence(s), The licence 
will bear the superscription “Japanese Yen Credit No. 
ID-P 74”. The first and second suffix to the licence 
code will be “SlJC”. This will also be repeated in the 
letter from CCI&E forwarding the import licence to 
National Institute of Biologicals a copy of which 
should be endorsed to the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs, (Japan Section). 

(iii) Import licence(s) can be issued only in fav¬ 
our of National Institute of Biologicals. 

(iv) Depending on the convenience of importer 
more than one import licence may be issued under 
this credit, run the total vniur must, not exceed Yen 
3.450 billion (CIT) as specified nt (ii) above. 
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(v) The extension of the validity of the impoit 
licence, may on application by importer, be granted 
upto a further period of \2 months. Any request for 
tint her extension] issue of a fresh import licence may 
be referred to the Depth of E.A. (Japan Section) * 

(vi) Imports to be financed under the Credit arc 
restricted to the list of goods and services attached to 
the import Fcence duly attested by the licensing 
authorities. 

(vii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be 
permitted against the import licence. Any payment 
towards Indian Agent’s commission should be made 
in Indian Rupees to the agents in India, Such pay¬ 
ment^ however, will form part of the licence value 
and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

(viii) iFirm order must be placed on FOB|C&T 
basis on the Overseas supplier located in the countries 
mentioned in Annexure-I and sent to the Department 
of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within 4 months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. Insurance 
charges will be payable in India in Indian Rupees. 
‘Firm orders’ means purchase orders placed by the 
Indian Lricencee on the Overseas supplier duly signed 
by the latter or purchase contract duly signed by both 
the Indian Importer and the overseas supplier. Orders 
on Indian Agents of overseas suppliers and (or order 
confirmation of such Indian Agents are not acceptable. 

(ix) This condition of the placement of contracts 
within 4 months period will be treated as not having 
been complied with unless complete contract docu¬ 
ments reach the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Econom'c Affairs (Japan Section) within four months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. If firm 
orders as explained in para T (viii) above cannot be 
placed within four months for valid reasons, the 
licencee should submit the import licence to the con¬ 
cerned licensing authorities giving reasons wily order¬ 
ing could not be completed within four months. Such 
requests for extension in *he ordering period will be 
considered on merit by the licensing authorities who 
mav grant extension upto a further maximum period 
of 4 months. If, however, extension is sought beyond 
8 months from the date of issue of the import licence 
such proposals will invariably be referred by the 
Licensing authorities to the Department of Economic 
Affairs (lapan Section), Ministry of Finance, North 
Block, New Delhi who will consider such extension 
on the merits of each case and communicate their 
decision of the licencing authorities for communica¬ 
tion to the licencee. Only on production by the licencec 
of a letter from licensing authorities sanctioning 
such extension will be authorised dealers and depart¬ 
mental nidboritie^ nermit the facility of letter of autho¬ 
rity for the establishment of letter of credit, acceptance 
of denorip of the rupee equivalent, etc. in respect o p 
suppb contracts entered into under the import licence. 

(x} Ah ravmenfs must be comnlet-d within 4 
months from the expffv of the import licence. Indivi¬ 
dual pavmentv must be arranged uoon shipment of 
goork The contract should provide fo- rmvmcnt on 
ba c R i e on presentation of '.hipping documents. 
No credit facility or any kind will be permitted to be 
availed of by the Indian importer from the Overseas 
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supplier. The contract shoutq provide for the period 
of delivery of goods as follows : 

tfc .Months after the receipt of Letter 

of Credit but to be completed latest by the 
end of. 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should be 
noted that this date should not be beyond 30-6-95. 

SECTION 11—Special point to be kept in view* 
while negotiating a supply contract. 

(i) The FOB|CXrF value of the contract should 
be expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be omit¬ 
ted) and should exclude Indian Agent’s commission, 
if any, which should be paid in Indian rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should be ex¬ 
pressed in Indian rupees or in any other currency. 
The purchase order and the supplier’s order confir¬ 
mation should be in English only. 

(ii) Procurement of all goods and services to be 
finance out of the proceeds of the loan shall be made 
in accordance with the underlines for procurement 
under the loan with the following supplemental stipu¬ 
lations :— 

(a) In case of procurement of goods and services 
of value estimated to be not ley= than 500 
million Yen. 

(i) prior approval of OECF shall be obtained 
if it is proposed to adopt procurement 
procedure other than the Open Inter¬ 
national Tendering with Prequalification, 
submitting to OECF an application for 
approval of procurement method. 

(ii) Procurement of all goods and services to be 
cessful bidder, the application for appro¬ 
val of award with bid evaluation report 
shall be submitted to OECF for review 
concurrence. Alongwith the above appli¬ 
cation for approval of award and bid 
evaluation* ^he documents etc. will also 
be submitted to OECF for its reference, 
to OECF for its review. 

(b) In case of procurement of goods and services 

of value estimated to be less than Yen 500 
million prior approval of OECF is not re¬ 
quired for award of contract. 

HoweVer if OECF requests, the tender eva¬ 
luation reports etc, will be submitted to 
OECF for its review. 

(c) When consulting firms are employed, such 
firms shall stasifv all the following’ con¬ 
ditions. 

(i) A maiority of the subscribed shares shall 
be held by nationals of the Eligible Source 
Countries; 

(ii) A majority of the full-time directors riiall 
be nationals of the Eligible Source Cop- 
tries; 
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(iii) Such firms shall be incorporated and re¬ 
gistered in the Eligible Source Countries. 

(d) Prior approval of Off F shall also be obtain¬ 

ed of the following documents for employ¬ 
ment of the consultants :— 

(i) Terms of Reference; 

Short List of Consultants; 

(iii) Letter of Invitation; 

(iv) Evaluation Report including summary 
Evaluation Sheet; 

(e) The following declaration as to the eligibility 

of the Consultant, signed and dated by the 
Consultant, shall be attached to each con¬ 
tract :— 

“I. the undersigned, hereby certify that,- 

(name of firm) has been incorporated and 

legistered in-(name of the 

Eligible Source Country concerned), and 

is an eligible consulting firm,- 

per cent (%) of the subscribed shares 

being held by nationals of-

Source Countries concerned)”. 

(f) The application|docunients mentioned in (a) 

(i), (a) (ii), (b) and (d) above will be 

submitted by the importer to Deptt. of 

E.A., in duplicate, for submission to 

OECF. 

11 (iii) The payment to the overseas supplier should 
be arranged through an irrevocable letter of credit to 
be opened by the Bank of Intl'a, Tokyo in their fav¬ 
our under the OECF Yen Credit (Project Aid) No. 

ID-P 74 or 1990-91 the details of which are given in 
Section VIT below. 

H (iv) Only one contract should be entered into 
against the import licence. In exceptional cases, more 
than one contract may be permitted to be entered 
into, for which prior approval of the Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section), Ministry of Finance, 
should be obtained soon after the date of issue of the 
import licence. 

II (v) Eligibility of Supplier 

The Suppliers shall be nationals of the eligible 
source countries, or jnrisdieul persons incorporated 
and registered in eligible source countries and which 
have their appropriate facilities for producing or pro¬ 
viding the goods and services in the Eligible Source 
Countries and actually conduct their business there. 

II (vi) Permissible imports from, non-eligible source 
countries 

Financing of goods which contain materials origi¬ 
nating form a non-eligible source country or countries 
may be male, provided that the imported portion is 
less than fifty per cent (50%) of the price per unit of 


such products in accordance with the following for¬ 
mulae ; 

IMPORTED CIF Price 4-Import Duty x 100 
Supplier’s FOB Price 

(In case of Indian Supplier, Ex-factory Price shall 
be adopted) 

II (vii) Declaration in Contract 

The following declaration as to the eligibility of the 
goods and supplier, signed and dated by the supplier, 
shall be added to each contract. 

“I the undersigned, hereby certify that the goods 

to be supplied are produced in-- (name of 

eligible source country. 

I the undersigned, further certify that io the best 
of my information and belief, the portion imported 
from the non-eligible source countries is less than fifty 
per cent (50%) in accordance with the following 
formula :

Supplier’s FOB Price 
(Where applicable Ex-factory Price) 

“I, the undersigned, hereby certify that- 

(Name of company) has been incorporated and re¬ 
gistered in-— (name of eligible 

source country), has its appropriate facilities for pro¬ 
ducing or providing the goods and services in (name 
of Eligible Source Country) and actually conducts its 
business there. 

SECTION III—Conditions to be incorporated in the 
supply Contracts 

HI (i) The following provisions should be specifically 
embodied in the supply contract: 

(a) Tile contract is arranged in accordance with 
the Loan Agre 'incut between the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Overseas Economic 
Cooperation Fund of Japan (OECF) dated 
the 23rd Jail. ,91 Concerning the Yen Credit 
No, ID-P 74 (project Aid) for the Quality 
Control of Health Technologies Project of 
National Institute of Biolugicnls. 

(b) Payments to the Supplier sfiall be made 
through an irrevocable Icttfer of Credit to be 
issued by the Bank of India, Tokyo under 
the Loan Agreement No, ID-P 74 dated 
23-1-91 between the Government of India 
and the overseas Economic Cooperation 
Fund of Japan (OECF). 

(c) The suppliers agree to furnish such informa¬ 

tion and documents as may be required 
under the Yen Credit arrangements by the 
Government of India on the one hand and 
the OECF on the other. 

(d) Certificates (triplicate) in the forms indi¬ 
cated in II (vii) above, 
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(e) In case the supplier is located in Japan, the 
supply contract should contain a clause that 
the Japanese Supplier agrees to make ship¬ 
ping arrangements in consultation with the 
Embassy of India, Tokyo and that for this 
purpose he would keep the Embassy of the 
Tokyo, informed of the delivery schedule of 
the goods involved and notify the Embassy 
of India atleast six weeks in advance of the 
shipping required so that suitable arrange¬ 
ments could be made. In exceptional cases, 
where the Indian Importers require it, this 
period of notice may be reduced. The 
Japanese supplier should also agree to send 
a cable advice to the importer after each 
shipment giving the necessary details and 
a copy thereof should be sent to the Em¬ 
bassy of India, Tokyo, 

SECTION IV : Review of Contract by OECSF IV 
(i) within stipulated period for placement of firm orders 
the licensee should forward 4 copies of the contract 
duly signed by bofh the importer and the supplier 
supported by order confirmation in writing by the 
supplier or their photocopies complete tin all res¬ 
pects, together with two photocopies of the relevant 
and valid import licence and two-copies of the “Re¬ 
quest for issue of L.A” in the form in Annexure II 
to the Department of Economic Affairs. 

IV (li) The above procedure will also supply to all 
contract amendments causing essential modifications 
to the contents of the contracts or in its price. 

IV (iii) The Ministry of Finance (Department of 
EA) will send Notice of Conclusion of Contract 
alongwhh a copy of the contract to OECF for its re¬ 
view. A copy each of the Notice of Conclusion of 
Contract accompanied by the contract; will also be 
sent by Department of E.A. to Embassy of India, 
Tokyo and Office of CAA&A alongwith one copy 
each of “Request for issue of E.A,’’ and photocopy 
of import licence. 

SECTION V—Payment to the Overseas suppliers— 
Letter of Credit Procedure. 

V (i) On receipt of the Notice of Conclusion of 
Contract and con'ract document from the Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs. The 
CAA&A will issue a letter of authorisation as in the 
form attuheed as Annexure-TTI addressed to the Tokyo 
Branch of the Bank of India for opening an irrevoca¬ 
ble Letter of Credit as in the form attached at 
Annexure-IV (for imports) or Annexure-V (for 
services) in favour of the overseas supplier concerned. 
Copies of the I.etter of Authorisation will be endorsed 
to the OECF, the Embassy of India. Tokyo, the im¬ 
porter’s Bank in India, and Japan Section, Department 
of Economic Affairs. Ministry of Finance. 

V (ii) On receipt of the letter of authority, the 
Bank of India, Tokyo, will establish an irrevocable 
letter or credit as per Annexure-IV (applicable to 
imports) or V (applicable to services) in favour of 
the Overseas suppliers concerned and will also forward 
a copy of the same to the OECF. Embassy of Tndia, 
Tokyo, the importer’s bank in Tndia and the CAA&A. 
'’fill GH91—3 


The above procedure of opening ol letters of credit 
on the basis of the letters of authority from CAA&A 
would ipso facto apply to all such amendments to 
letter of authorisation|letter of credit as may become 
necessary due to contract amendment or otherwise, 

V (iii) The overseas supplier shall, after effecting 
shipment of goods, present through his bankers the 
documents specified in the letter ot credit to the Bank 
of fndii, Tokyo which will relcusc the amount specified 
in the documents to the overseas supplier through his 
bankers and will thereafter obtain reimbursement of 
the said amount from the OECF. 

V (iv) Banking charges payable to the Bank of 
India. Tokyo for opening the Jctter of credit, for 
negotiations there under the charges if any of over¬ 
seas suppliers’ bankers are to be borne by the 
importer|overseas suppliers. A letter of commitment 
will be issued by the OECF on receipt an amount 
equal to one-tenth per cent (0.1%) of the contract 
value. This imount will be paid to itself from the 
loan|funds by OECF. 

The importer is required to deposit into the Govt, 
of India account the rupee equivalent of the letter of 
commitment changes on receipt of intimation of the 
payment from OECF or from the Controller of Aid 
Accounts, Ministry of Finance. Interest from the dale 
of payment to OECF to the date of rupee deposit 
(both dates inclusive) at .prevailing rates will also 
have to be paid by the importer. 


A similar charge of 0.1%, is payable by the importer 
under the reimbursement procedure also, Interest 
charges payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo for the 
period counting from the date of payment of the cos! 
of imports by them to the overseas suppliers to the 
date of reimbursement by the OECF, shall be settled 
by the concerned importers bank of India by remit¬ 
tance to the Bank of India Tokyo through normal 
banking channels without affecting the Government of 
India’s account. 

V (v) Reimbursement Procedure,—Procedure for 
disbursement of the proceeds of the loan for the 
purchase of goods and services from Indian Suppliers 
shall be in accordance with REIMBURSEMENT 
PROCEDURE attached to the loan agreement. 

SECTION VT—Responsibility for rupee; deposit. 

VI (i) The Bank of India, Tokyo will forward the 
negotiable shipping documents to the accredited 
hankers of importer as indicated in the Appendix fo 
the relevant I.etter of Authority and the bankers will 
in turn ensure that the rupee deposits are invariably 
made at RBI, New Delhi or S.B.I. Tis Ffazari, Delhi 
before releasing the shipping documents. Interest 
charges on the rupee—equivalents of the Yen pay¬ 
ments calculated at the rate prevailing from time to 
time, the present rate being 12%, per annum for the 
first 30 davs and Q 18% per annum for the neriod 
in excess thereof reckoned from the da+c of mvment 
hv the Bank of India, Tokyo to the Overseas Supplier 
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to the date ol actual rupee deposit, have also to be 
deported along with the principal payment, in terms 
of Public Notice No. 31-11C(PN) ]88 dated 10-8-83- 
It should be noted that interest is chargeable for both 
ihc days i.c. the day on which payment is made to 
the Overseas Supplier and also the day on which 
rupee deposit is made in Government Account vide 
Public Notice No. 74-lTC(PN) [74 dated 31-5-1974 
as modified under Public Notice No. 103-ITC(PN) 176 
dated 12-10-76 and Public Notice No. 31-lTC(PN)f83 
dated 10-8-83. 


The importer should make separate arrangements to 
ascertain the amounts and dates of payments made 
to the supplied Late or delayed receipt of shipping 
etc. documents by the importers Banker from Bank 
of India, Tokyo will not be acceptable as reason for 
waiver of partial or *ull amount of the interest due 
on the rupee deposits. 

The exchange rate to be adopt id for computing the 
rupee equivalent of the Yen payments made to the 
overseas suppliers will be the composite rate of ex¬ 
change applicable to the date of payment which will 
be worked out in accordance with the method pres¬ 
cribed in Public Notice No. 113-)TC(PN)[88—91 
dated 6-4-89 or as may be notified by Government 
from time to time through public Notices of tire 
CCT&E or through Exchange Control circulars of the 
Reserve Bank of India. 

Any change in this icgard as also in regard to the 
rate of interest will be notified as and when neccstary- 
It will be the responsibility of (he Tndian Bank con¬ 
cerned to ensure that the amount due are correctly 
deposited into Government account before the import 
documents are handed over to the importers. The 
importers should also ensure that the amounts due 
are correctly deposited into Government account be¬ 
fore taking delivery of the documents from their 
Bankers. It is the responsibility ot the importer to 
ensure that the amount due ure correctly deposited 
into the Government account promptly even when 
they obtain delivery of the goods from the customs 
authorities without original shipping documents under 
exceptional circumstances. Jn ca f -e the importers fail 
to deposit the amounts due to Government before 
taking delivery of the goods, tire issue of further IAS 
to him may be stopped and the matter reported to the 
CCI&E so that no further import licence is issued to 
such an importer. The Head of Account to which the 
above rupee deposits should be credited is ji K-I> 2 posits 
and Advances—8443—Civil Deposits—Deposits for 
purchase etc. abroad—Purchase under creditsJLoan 
Agreements” Loans from rhe Government of Japan 
7,964 billion Yen credit No. 1D-P 74 for the Quality 
Control of Health Technologies Project. 

VI (ii) The amount referred to above should be 
deposited in cash to the credit of the Government 
either in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi indi¬ 
cating Code No. 5130000009 on the right hand comer 
of the chflllan or State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, 
Delhi as contemplated in Public Notices issued from 
3ime to time in this regard. 


VI (hi) The concerned Bank in India shall also 
furnish such additional dejx>sit in tin* same manner 
stipulated above as may be requested by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs, on account of service charges within 
seven days after such a demand is made by Ministry 
of Finance (Department of Economic Allans). W* i e 
hiling in the various columns in the challan it should 
be ensured by the jmporters|their bankers that the 
information prescribed in para 2 of Public Notice 
No. 132-ITC(PN) 71 dated 5-10-J971 is invariably 
fndicated in the column "‘full particulars of remittances 
and authority (if any)” of the challan. The following 
particulars should invariably be furnished in the 
treasury ehallons:— 

(a) Ministry of Finance Jeiter of authority No. 
and date. 

t h) Amount of Yen currency in respect of which 
deposits are to be made together with rate 
or conversion adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the overseas supplier. 

Thereafter rhe Treasury Chaikins- evidencing the rupee 
deposit should be sent by registered post to the 
CAA&A indicating reference to the letter of authori¬ 
sation issued by him and also enclosing copies of the 
invoice and shipping documtnls. 

Note ; —Importer's Bank in India should ensure that 
the rupee deposit? are invariably made within 10 days 
of the receipt of the advice of payments and negotia¬ 
ble shipping documents from the Bank ol India, Tokyo 
and that th^ CAA&A Ministry of Finance (DEA), 
New Delhi is kept informed of the fact immediately 
thereafter 

VI (iv) The ccncerncd bent in India should also 
endorse the amount of rupee deposits on the exchange 
control copy of the licence ar;d send the requisite “S’* 
Form to the Reserve Bank of* India. Bombay. 

SECTION VIIT— Miscellaneous Provisions 

VIIF (i) Reports on utilisation of the import 
licence.—The Importer should send a monthly report, 
after the letter of credit has been opened regarding 
shipments and payments made there against and about 
the balance left, to the Controller of Aid Accounts & 
Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of 
Finance, B-Winc, 5th Floor Janpalb Bhavan, New 
Delhi 

VIII (ii) Notifying Suppliers of Special Condi¬ 
tions —The licences should apprise the supplier of 
any special provisions in Uie import licence which 
may effect the suppliers in cairying out the 
transaction. 

VIII (iii) Disputes.—It should be understood that 
the Government of India, will not undertake any 
responsibility for disputes, jf any, that may arise bet¬ 
ween the licencee and the suppliers. The conditions 
to be fulfilled by the supplier before uayment by the 
Bank of India, Tokyo must be dearly spelt out by 
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the importer in Anncxuro-II under “Terms of Pay¬ 
ment”. Provisions dealing with settlement of disputes 
should he included in ihe conditions of contract 

VIII (iv) Future Instructions.—The iicencec shall 
promptly comply with any directions, instructions or 
orders issued by the Government o i India from time 
to time regarding any and all matters arising from 
or pertaining to the import licence and for meeting 
all obligations under the Yen Credit Agreement 
(Project Aid) No. ]D-P wHh the Overseas- Econo¬ 
mic Cooperation Fund of Japan (OECF). 

Vffl (v) Breach or violation.—Any breach or 
violation of the conditions set forth in the above 
clauses will result in appropriate action under the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act.
